Suicides Increase 
Divorces Down 


JACKSONVILLE — Florida sui- 
cides increased, the birth rate 
eavalled the national rate, and di- 
vorces decreased in 1958, according 
to a preliminary report issued by 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics of 
the State Board of Health. 

The birth rate of 24.3 per thous- 
and was nearly three times as high 
as the death rate of 9.7. There were 
107,921 births compared with 43,- 
C8S deaths during the year. These 
represented a slight increase in the 
Ceath rate, and a slight decrease 
in the rate of births. 

Heart disease was, as in all re- 
cent years, the greatest killer. It 
took more lives than the next three 
leading causes of death combined. 
Of the first four leading causes, 
heart disease, cancer and stroke 
are generally regarded as diseases . 
cf the elderly, but the fourth, ac- 
cidents, took its victims from all
